teen Days of Sickness. 


New Orleans, July 12.—A report that j 
one case of yellow fever developed on 
June 25 at La Place, La., twenty-nine 
miles from here, was made Wednes 
day by the state board of health. The 
patient is now well. 
Because the case was not reported 
to the state board until sixteen days 
after it developed Dr. Irion, president 
of the board, announced that he had 
asked for legal advice as to whether 
the physician who attended the patient 
can be prosecuted under any state 
law for failure to report promptly the 
nature of the disease to the health au­ 
thorities. 
Dr. S. Montfguet, formerly a parish 
health officer, was the physician In, 
attendance, and his report was made 
by mail to the parish health board 
July 7, after the patient’s recovery. 
When the report reached here pby*; 
aldane were sent to La Place to In­ 
vestigate and prevent, if possible, any 
spread of the disease. 
They report j 
that since the patient is now well all 
possibility of a diagnosis Is now past, 
but that the history of the case, given 
by the family, Is contra-indictlve of 
yellow fever. 
The patient’s house, 
and buildings In the neighborhood, 
were 
disinfected 
by 
yellow 
fever 
methods, and other precautions taken. 
Although La Place had cases of yel­ 
low fever last year, the place was in 
a house and neighborhood which es­ 
caped last year’s epidemic. 
Dr. Irion sent letters to the health 
officers of Texas, Alabama and Mis­ 
sissippi, saying that a close watch will 
be kept on La Place for developments, 
but that he does not feel any anxiety 
ov r the situation.
